Amvets Chief Says

Washington, 
Jan. 19.— (AP)— 


Ray Sawyer, legislative director of 
Amvets, said today 16.000,000 ten- 
ants in this country "need the con- 
tinued protection of rent control 
until the construction of new rent- 
al housing units has caught up 
with the demand." 


Sawyer told a senate banking 


subcommittee the present federal 
rent control law should be extenu- 
ed for a year beyond Feb. 29, the 
date it is now scheduled to expire. 


Because building costs are so 


high, he testified, the amount of 
new 
construction 
designed 
for 


rent has fallen to about 10 per 
cent of the total, as compared with 
a prewar 20 per cent. 


"Thus at a time of unprece- 


dented demand, with 
15.000,000 


veterans returning from war, the 
supply of new rental housing has 
been drying up," Sawyer said. 


He urged also that congress, if 


it extends the rent control law. 
apply some kind of controls over 
1,600,000 rental units for which 
voluntary leases boosting the rent

Aid Study Of Heredity 


Every time twins gather, you'll 


find a scientist measuring and 
questioning. 
Dr. David C. Rife 


of Ohio Slate university, a recog- 
nized twin authority, explains it 
this way: 


"Scientists have come to recog- 


nize that the study of twins is 
one of our most valuable tools in 
seeking to unravel the interplay 
of heredity and environment in 
bringing about human variation." 


Rife, an entomologist and zoolo- 


gist, has recorded data on more 
than 600 pairs of twins and ha.s 
written many papers on the .sub- 
ject. 
Science has exploded many 


popular fables about the multiple 
born. 


They're Smart As Anyo«;r- 


''Probably the most popular be- 


lief about twins is that they are 
not as smart or as healthy as 
single born, or that one of the 
twins has all the brains, the other 
one lew," Dr. Rife said. 


"There isn't any evidence that 


twins aren't just as intellectually 
capable as singleborn, or that they 
aren't just as healthy."

tion, and point to the record:

Identi- 
cal twins who have lived apart 
most of their adult lives may 
even have the same creases in 
their shoes. 


After all his studies. Dr. Rife 


Still hasn't met his "twin dream." 


"I'm still looking for a pair of 


identical twins who married iden- 
tical twins and had children," he 
said.

Wood, board chairmar of Sears 


Roebuck & Co., -said he is not 
acquainted with Wright but had 
written him a letter opposing the 
efforts being made in. behalf of 
MacArthur. The letter said: 


"I cannot speak for the general, 


though he is one of my oldest and 
personal friends and has consulted 
me frequently on the situation in 
the United States. I am quite sure 
that such a move would not meet 
with his approval, as he is not a 
candidate in the accepted sense of 
the term. I trust that you will not 
enter his name in Illinois". 


Wright was not immediately 


available for comment. 


MacArthur's consent would not 


be necessary to have his name 
placed on the ballot. His Illinois 
supporters entered his name with- 
out his consent in 1944 and the 
general polled 550,354 of 793,198 
GOP votes cast, compared with 
9.192 for New York's Gov. Thomas 
E. Dewey, who was later nomi- 
nated. 


The Tllinois preferential primary 


is advisory only and not binding 
in any way on the state's 56 Re- 
publican delegates.

—Mohandas K. Gandhi's hope ,1 
harmony in India lay today in the 
solemn pledge by religious leaders 
which ended his peace fast after 
121 hours and 45 minutes. 


The Indian patriot and Hindu 


spiritual leader drank sweet lime 
juice at 12:45 p. m. (1:15 a. m.. 
Central Standard Time) yester- 
day. It was his first nourishment 
since 11 a. m. Tuesday, when he 
began the fast, his 15th

night, five hours 
after 


breaking his fast, the 78-year-old 
Gandhi told a big prayer meeting 
he did so on the "pledge and coun- 
sel" of friends from Hindu-led In- 
dia and Moslem-led' Pakistan. 


Guarantee Friendship 


They guaranteed, he said, "com- 


plete, unbroken friendship" among 
Hindus, Moslems and Sikhs Gand- 
hi said fulfillment of this pledge 
would double "my intense wish to 
live a full span of life doing serv- 
ice to humanity . . . at least 125 
years, or as some say, 133 years." 


His reference was to a resolu- 


tion, signed a few hours before he 
ended his ordeal, in which commu- 
nal leadeis pledged their lives as 
an earnest of peaca. 


They adopted 
his seven-point 


program for social acceptance and 
safety of lives and property of 
Moslems in India. 
They set up 


a committee of 130, of all religions, 
to meet nightly for a review ot 
progress toward these ends.
